Reasons for allowance 

1. Claims 52-71 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-20. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited strapping further including about 97.2- 
99.8% by weight polyester; and about 0.2-2.8% by weight of one or more polyolefins 
selected from the group consisting of linear low density polyethylene, branched low 
density polyethylene, a high density polyethylene, polypropylene, and combinations 
thereof; wherein the polyolefin is chemically unmodified or non-reactive and causes the 
strapping to have increased resistance to splitting in the longitudinal direction. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the recited strapping further 
including about 97.2-99.8% by weight polyester selected from the group consisting of 
polyethylene terephthalate, polybutylene terephthalate, polyethylene napthalate, 
polyethylene isophthalate, and combination thereof; and about 0.2-2.8% by weight of 
one or more polyolefins selected from the group consisting of linear low density 
polyethylene, polypropylene, and combinations thereof; wherein the polyolefin is non- 
reactive and causes the strapping to have increased resistance to splitting in the 
longitudinal direction. 

Additionally, the submitted Declaration of Dr. Patrick Rigney, filed May 20, 2009, 
has been considered and shows that mixing the claimed unmodified polyolefins into the 
polyester in the claimed amounts (about 0.2-2.8% by weight) increases the resistance 
of the polyester strapping to longitudinal splitting and reduces or eliminates the 
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incidences of longitudinal splitting during strap tensioning while maintaining acceptable 
weld strength (page 3, section 5 and Tables 1-2 of the Declaration), which was not 
contemplated by the prior art of record. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
